Anything she saw she could sit down and 
make it—flowers, doilies, paintings, jewelry. 
Each day she would sit for hours making 
something. Her hands were never idle. She 
always had her work displayed at the coun- 
ty fairs. She won many ribbons. Her home 
was an inspiration to visit. Many friends 
came just to see her home. 

Flowers in bloom were her pride. Many 
slips of her flowers were given to people. 
also doilies are in the homes of her friends 
and her children. At the time of her death 
she had 187 doilies and 49 pairs of hot pads. 

She was always sweet and kind. . Rela- 
tives and friends loved to visit her. Many 
a Sunday she cooked dinners for as many 
as 25 or 30 people. She and Henry were 
married 66 years. They were very seldom 
separated for any length of time. Even in 
death there was only 15 days. LaVina 
passed away June 3, 1958, and Henry died 
June 18, 1958, the end of a wonderful life 
together.
